The  crime  statistics  in  Los  Altos  Hills  are 
without  a  doubt  "as  good  as  it  gets," 
states  David  M.  ClitTord.  Commander  in 
the  Office  of  the  Sheriff  of  County  of  Santa  Clara. 

Santa  Clara  County  is  the  4'*'  largest  Califomia 
County  in  population,  but  15*  lowest  in  crime. 
"Los  Altos  Hills  crime  rate  is  essentially  almost 
zip."  states  Lt.  Dennis  A.  Gregory  of  the  Sheriff's 
Office.  (See Table  Insert  Below) 

Indeed,  LAH  is  very  fortunate  to  have  such  a  low 
crime  rate.  In  part,  this  is  due  to  the  rural  nature  of 
our  Town's  layout. 


I  he  Town  is  not  laid 
out  in  a  typical  grid 
format,  but  is  a 
scries  of  cul-de-sacs 
with  interconnecting 
pathways.  This 
makes  it  very 
difficult  for  burglars 
to  park  their  cars 
and  escape  with 
easy  access  to  a 
nearby  thorough- 
fare.

Since  1956, the 
Town  has  contracted  with  the  Sheriff  of  Santa 
Clara  County  for  police  protection,  which  costs  the 
Town  approximately  S5()().()()0  per  year  For  that, 
the  Town  receives  around  the  clock  protection. 
While  the  Sheriff  covers  both  incorporated  and 
unincorporated  areas,  we  are  only  charged  u  hen 
they  are  in  the  incorporated  area.  The  Sheriffs 
office  also  contracts  with  the  cities  of  Cupertino 
and  Saratoga  for  police  services.  The  deputies 
iiperate  out  of  the  West  Valley  Sub-station  in 
Saratoga,  where  one  captain  serves  as  a  police 
chief  for  three  cities. 

Pathways  Crime  Misinformation 

When  asked  about  the  possibility  of  burglars 
using  our  pathv\ays  system,  Lt.  Ciregory  stated  that 
he  personally  interviewed  officers  who  have 
CON  ered  the  area  for  the  past  20  years,  and  found 
that  they  could  only  remember  one  instance  of  a 
burglar  who  used  the  Mid-Peninsula  Open  Space 
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as  his  escape  route.  There  are  no  know  n  instances 
of  burglars  using  town  paths  in  Los  Altos  Hills 
contradicting  misinfromation  frequently  quoted. 

Safety  and  security  is  everybody's  issue 

Burglaries  and  break-ins  occur  usually  between 
Monday  and  Friday.  9  AM-5  PM.  A  surprising 
reality  is  that  "theft"  is  usually  due  to  someone 
known  by  the  homeowner  coming  into  the  hou.se 
rather  than  a  "break-in."  Keys  and  security 
combinations  are  often  given  to  contractors,  maid 
cleaning  services,  and  gardeners.  Parties  are  held 
where  guests  not  well  knovsn  to  the  homeowners

unusual  for  the 
Sheriff's  office  to 
investigate  a  call  a 
few  days  after  a 
party  and  learn  that 
sports  paraphemalia 
is  missing.

You  noticed  a  radar 
trailer  at  the  side  of 
Town  roads  recently. 

This  equipment  was  purchased  by  the  Town  with  Federal  "Cops 
Funds"  and  is  utilized  by  the  Sheriff's  deputies  assigned  to  Los 
Altos  Hills.  We  plan  to  have  the  trailer  out  daily  on  streets  where 
either  the  deputies  have  observed  a  need  or  via  complaints  from 
residents. 

Soon  you  should  see  major  road  overlay  work  on  Elena.  The 
Town  Council  at  the  Aug.  17""  meeting  will  consider  bids.  This  is 
this  the  first  major  project  to  be  done  under  the  new  Pavement 
Management  Program. 

In  early  August  a  major  sewer  line  that  serves  the  Liddicoat 
Circle  area  off  Page  Mill  Road  collapsed  from  the  invasion  of  tree 
roots.  The  30-year-old  line  was  replaced  at  a  cost  of  about  $85,000. 
The  project  was  financed  from  sewer  fund  reserves.  We  must 
expect  to  see  more  such  occurrences  as  our  infrastructure  ages. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  Town  Council  and  staff 
during  this  interim  period.

That's  the  motto  of  the  Town's  interim  city  manager.  Bob 
Quinlan.  And  that's  how  this  personable  and  competent 
executive  approaches  his  daily  challenges  at  the  head  of  the 
Town  Hall  staff  team.  Bob  joined  us  in  June  and  is  planning 
to  stay  until  the  council  has  completed  its  search  for  a  new, 
permanent  city  manager.  While  the  most  important  part  of 
his  assignment  will  be  to  ensure  that  the  day-to-day  business 
of  the  Town  is  carried  on,  he  will  also  be  assisting  council 
members  in  attracting  applications  for  the  city  manager 
position,  and  using  his  own  long  experience  in  city  manage- 
ment to  evaluate  the  quality  of  applicants. 

Bob,  who  grew  up  in  the  Middle  West,  got  his  undergradu- 
ate degree  in  business  and  political  science  from  Washburn 
University  at  Topeka,  Kansas,  and  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Kansas  with  a  Master's  degree  in  Public 
Administration.  In  his  tlrst  city  manager  job,  at  Midwest  City 
in  Oklahoma,  he  underwent  a  true  baptism  of  fire  almost  on 
arrival;  the  three-square -mile  "city"  was  expanded  by 
annexation  to  sixty-four  square  miles  within  six  months.  Bob 
says  he  had  to  become  an  expert  on  town  planning,  drainage 
and  public  utilities  almost  overnight! 

In  response  to  a  lifelong  desire  to  take  the  famous  advice  to 
"go  west,  young  man,"  Bob  found  his  way  to  Cupertino,  by 
way  of  2  years  in  city  management  in  Colorado  and  4  years 
in  Wisconsin.  He  arrived  in  Cupertino  in  1 97 1,  and  spent  the 
next  eighteen  years  building  a  formidable  reputation  as  city 
manager  of  this  city  that  was  one  of  the  fastest  growing  in 
Silicon  Valley. 

Asked  for  his  initial  impressions  of  the  government  of  Los 
Altos  Hills,  he  immediately  responded  with  his  views  on  the 
need  for  the  Town  to  develop  a  long-range  drainage  plan. 
Staff,  Planning  Commission,  and  City  Council  have  in  the 
past  always  taken  meticulous  care  to  resolve  drainage  issues 
as  individual  lots  and  subdivisions  have  been  developed. 
Now,  as  the  Town  gets  more  intensively  built  out,  there  is  an 
imperative  requirement  that  an  overall  strategy  to  avoid 
flooding  and  serious  land  erosion  problems  be  brought  into  play.

PUBLIC  WORKS 

Los  Altos  Hills  has  been  using  the  San  Jose  Conservation 
Corps  to  do  much  of  this  year's  pathway  and  open 
space  maintenance  and  cleanup  which  was  completed 
by  June  30,  2000.  Staff  is  already  preparing  a  request  for  bids  for 
next  year's  work. 

Public  works  is  also  going  out  to  bid  for  sewer  repair  projects 
identified  during  the  1999  TV  Inspection  Project.  Most  of  the 
required  repairs  are  on  La  Loma  Drive  and  near  Bullis  School. 

This  year's  pavement  project  will  cover  Elena  Drive  from 
Robleda  to  Purissima.  Included  in  the  pavement  replacement  will 
be  correction  of  drainage  problems  and  rebuilding  of  the 
pathways  along  the  road.  The  project  is  quite  extensive  and  is 
anticipated  to  use  up  more  than  double  the  average  pa\ ement 
management  budgets  allocated  in  recent  years.  A  major  sewer 
installation  project  on  Llena  near  Purissima  will  be  constmcted 
before  re-pavement  of  I!lena.  Timing  is  verv  tight  to  complete 
the  project.  If  any  significant  delays  occur,  the  entire  project  will 
have  lo  be  dclavcd  uiilil  the  spring  of  2001. 

The  Town  currently  contracts  to  have  our  streets  swept  twice  a 
year  We  plan  on  increasing  that  to  monthly.  We  have  had  the 
grass  on  town  ov\  ned  property  cut  tvs  ice  this  year.  We  feel  that 
will  take  us  through  the  year  2000  fire  season.

BICYCLE  SAFETY  TIPS  -^"•^5** 

Sharing  the  Road  Safely 

For  both  Bicyclists  and  Motorists: 

( 1 )  Always  follow  the  rules  of  the  road; 

(2)  Share  the  road  courteously  with  other  vehicles. 

For  Bicyclists 

(3)  When  moving  slower  than  other  traffic,  ride  as  far  to  the 
right  as  practicable  when  the  rightmost  lane  is  wide  enough  to 
be  shared  with  overtaking  traffic,  but  do  not  ride  within  a  door's 
width  of  parked  vehicles; 

(4)  If  the  rightinost  lane  is  not  wide  enough  to  be  shared,  ride  in 
the  middle  of  the  lane  so  that  overtaking  motorists  will  be  aware 
that  they  must  have  clearance  to  pass  in  an  adjacent  lane  rather 
than  being  tempted  to  try  to  brush  by  you; 

(5)  When  moving  faster  than  other  traffic,  clearly  signal  your 
intention  and  move  to  the  left  when  it  is  safe  to  do  so  in  order  to  pass; 

(6)  When  you  reach  a  major  road,  yield  to  crossing  traffic; 

(7)  When  approaching  an  intersection  where  you  plan  to  turn 
left  in  a  vehicular  manner,  look  for  a  break  in  overtaking  traffic 
and  move  left  into  a  position  to  make  the  turn  before  you  reach 
the  intersection; 

(8)  When  riding  at  night,  use  a  bright  headlight,  a  red  taillight  or 
reflector,  and  wear  light  colored  clothing  or  reflector  stripes; 

(9)  Always  wear  a  properly  fitted  and  secured  helmet  because 
anytime  you  fall  you  can  hit  your  head,  and  a  helmet  is  then  the 
best  insurance  against  severe  brain  injury. 

For  Motorists 

(10)  When  opening  a  door  on  the  street  side,  look  for  nearby 
overtaking  traffic,  both  bicycles  and  motor  vehicles; 

( 1 1 )  Do  not  attempt  to  pass  a  cyclist  unless  there  is  sufficient 
visibility  ahead  to  ensure  that  you  can  pass  with  adequate  side 
clearance  (at  least  a  yard  at  the  point  of  closest  approach)  and  retum 
to  your  side  of  the  road  before  oncoming  traffic  can  reach  you; 

(12)  When  approaching  an  intersection  or  driveway  where  you 
plan  to  tum  right,  look  for  cyclists  riding  to  your  right  and 
merge  into  the  rightmost  lane  when  it  is  safe  to  do  so  —  do  not 
pass  a  cyclist  and  then  tum  right  across  his  or  her  path.

the  numbers  are  so  small  as  to  be  invisible  and  that  slows 
down  the  response  time  when  there  is  an  emergency  call.  This 
will  impact  both  the  fire  and  medical  emergencies  response 
times. 

Neighborhood  Watch  Programs  are  a  first  step  and  first 
line  of  defense  in  residential  safety. 

Burglars  are  less  likely  to  enter  into  an  area  where  the 
Neighborhood  Watch  program  is  posted.  To  organize  a 
Neighborhood  Watch  program,  call  Community  Services 
division  of  the  Sheriffis  Office  at  (408)  299-3238. 

Residents  have  made  certain  trade-offs  to  reside  in  the  rural 
atmosphere  of  LAH  -  there  are  no  streetlights  and  roads  are 
difficult  to  navigate.  Yet,  it  is  very  reassuring  to  know  that  our 
crime  rates  are  "as  good  as  it  gets."  Let's  keep  it  that  way  by 
working  together  with  our  Sheriff  Deputies  in  their  commu- 
nity policing  efforts.
